tio ns to this rule, and it pro v es 
that the ex perience thro ugh which 
the co untry is passing do es no t re­ 
semble in any degree the memo r­ 
able panic o f 18 7 3. 
It is a perio d 
o f liquidatio n rather than o f co l­ 
lapse. 
The financial catacly sm o f '7 3 fo l­ 
lo wed an era o f general and reckless 
speculatio n, which 
set in sho rtly 
after the clo se o f 
the war in 18 6 5. 
Railro ad building 
reached 
an un ­ 
precedented degree o f activ ity . 
In 
18 7 1 the 
railro ad 
mileage 
o f the 
co untry was increased 7 ,6 7 0 miles. 
At the beginning o f 18 6 9 there was 
av ailable as a basis o f railro ad bo nd 
issues 17 0 millio n acres 
o f 
land. 
Within a perio d o f fo ur y ears 25,- 
000 
miles o f 
railro ad 
were 
co n­ 
structed. 
This 
ex tensio n 
o f the 
great co mmo n carriers into new ter­ 
rito ry was acco mpanied by specula­ 
tio n in all classes o f real estate, in­ 
cluding to wn sites and co al and tim­ 
ber lands. 
Ev ery thing was o n the 
“ bo o m" and the chances fo r mak­ 
ing mo ney seemed so easy and cer­ 
tain that ev ery bo dy 
was heedless 
abo ut running into debt. 
When the 
crash finally came it fo und business 
ev ery where upo n an inflated basis. 
Sto cks went to pieces, banks failed, 
trade 
was 
paraly zed, 
industry 
ceased, and the co untry did no t re­ 
co v er fro m the 
chao s 
which the 
rage fo r speculatio n had precipitat­ 
ed fo r sev eral y ears. 
It is suggestiv e 
that the co ndi­ 
tio ns which caused that remarkable 
co llapse do no t ex ist in the co untry 
at this time.

His remark that as fo r 
the charges against him

Blo o d-Sucking Bats Which Feed o n Maa 
and Animals. 
Ever since the South American con­ 
tinent was discovered, especially th at 
part of it lying between the Amazon 
and 
Orinoco 
rivers, 
travelers 
have 
come from there with wonderful tales 
of the vampire, or, as they call them, 
blood-sucking bats. 
As a fact, little 
is 
known 
about 
these 
pests. 
T h a t 
there 
are 
blood-sucking bats which 
feed not only on the blood of man, b ut 
also animals, is an undoubted fa c t 
In 
the ease of a man attacked, the toe or 
nose is the point punctured, while an­ 
imals 
are 
liable to be 
bitten 
any­ 
where. 
He *v the bat does its work 
has not bee 
made clear, for no man 
has yet awakened while being 
oper­ 
ated on by one of these bats, despite 
the fact that considerable blood has 
been extracted and more or less loss 
of blood takes place after the opera­ 
tion. 
It 
is 
probable 
that 
the 
bat 
hovers 
during the 
operation 
rather 
than rests on the body. 
The rapid vi­ 
bration of the soft wings probably has 
a soothing effect on the skin 
of the 
part operated on. 
The blood-suckers belong* to 
only 
tw o or three 
species, 
and 
wherever 
these are found there are a^&o many 
others whose food is only fruit or in­ 
sects or both. 
The most natural mis­ 
take about the bats which are inno­ 
cent of preying on man or beast is the 
common 
supposition that 
vampyrus 
spectrum 
is 
a 
blood-sucker. 
The 
stretch of wings of this bat frequently 
reaches 
three 
feet, 
and 
it 
has 
a 
most ferocious aspect, with enormous 
large and pointed canine teeth. 
It is 
perfectly certain that in most parts of 
British Guinea this bat is only a fruitr 
eater, and a serious pest to fruit-grow­ 
ers. Bates and Edwards, who traveled 
much in that country, 
vouch 
for 
its 
harmlessncss, and 
the 
writer conld 
never 
hear 
of 
a 
case where one of 
these gian t bats 
was even suspected 
of being a blood sucker.

A mining expert, sent to investigate 
some Arizona properties for Denver 
capitalists recently, returned and re­ 
ports the finding of a most remarka­ 
ble natural bridge formed by a tree of 
agatized wood, spanning a canon for­ 
ty-five feet in width. 
The tree has at 
some remote time fallen, when it be­ 
came imbedded in the silt of some 
great inland sea or m ighty water over­ 
flow. 
The silt became in time sand­ 
stone, and the wood gradually passed 
through the stages of mineralization 
until it is now 
a wonderful tree 
of 
solid agate. 
In after years water washed and ate 
aw ay 
the 
sandstone until 
a 
canon 
forty-five 
feet 
in 
width 
has 
been 
formed, the flinty-like substance of the 
agatized 
wood 
having 
resisted 
the 
erosion of the water flow. 
F ully fifty 
feet of the tree rests on one side and 
can be traced, but how far its other 
end lies buried in the sandstone can­ 
not 
be determined without 
blasting 
away the rock. 
The trunk visible above the canon 
varies in size from four feet to three* 
feet in diameter. 
Where the bark has 
been 
broken 
and 
torn 
away 
the 
characteristic 
colors 
of jasper 
and 
agate are seen. 
To the naked eye the 
wood 
is 
beautiful. 
Under a 
micro­ 
scope 01* miner's m agnifying glass the 
brilliancy of the colorings are clearly 
brought 
out 
in all 
their wondrous 
beauty.
